ONTAIBJIO ELECTION'S. 

They Will Bo Held on May 29-Con- 
servativc Meetings. 

London, Ont., April PI.— (Special.) — It 
is learned on high authority 'that the 
Ontario government has decided to hold 
the general elections on May 2!). 

Toronto, April 14.— (Special.)— The op- 
position leaders, -Mr. Whitney and Mr. 
J. J. Perry, who have been, addressing 
Conservative meetings during the -week 
in Eastern -points express gratification 
at the character of the meetings. Mr. 
Whitney will make a trip through New 
Ontario shortly.

London, April 14. — Not for many years 
has Great Britain's fiscnl programme 
been awaited with such interest as that 
of this year, and there is f no doubt that 
all the proposals contained in it will be 
adopted. It is equally certain that none 
of these proposals will meet with the 
unanimous approval of either side of the 
House. 

More important, perhaps, than the cur- 
ious forms of the new taxation is the 
statement made by Sir Michael HickS; 
Beach, the chancellor of the exchequer, 
that the government lias acceded to the 
Boer demand concerning the restocking. 

Tho statement showing the rev- 
enue and expenditure v, present- 
ed in the House of Commons to- 
day by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, Sir Michael Ilieks-Beach, 
when opening the budget iiunounce- 
nients. He showed a total ordinary ex- 
penditure for 1002-03 estimated at £120,- 
159,000, "with war charges amounting to 
£45,450,000, making a grand total of 
£174,000,000. This is £13,003,000 below 
the total for 1S02. 

Tho cost of war for 'three years was 
£105,034,000, but in addition to the hope 
of repayment from the wealth of tho 
Transvaal there was the share of Chin- 
ese -indemnity, which was a very valu- 
able asset, and would also probably bo 
devoted to a reduction of the war debt. 

The -Nationalist members received tho 
reference of the Chancellor to the Trans- 
vaal ironically. 

/After touching on various details, tho 
Chancellor turned to the prospects of 
the future, lie estimated -the expendi- 
ture for the coining year at £174,000,000. 
The revenue on the pasthasisof tuxation 
was £147,785,000, leaving a deficit of 
£2(3,834,000. This would be increased 
by £1S,500,000 by gratuity to the troops, 
and bringing the soldiers home, the (main- 
tenance of the South African con-^ 
stabulury and the cost of the international 
sugar convention, etc., making a gross 
deficit of upwards of £45,000,000. 

War was- a costly thing to wage, mid 
a costly tiling to terminate. After the 
war was over there would be the great 
expenses of the relief olid settlement of 
two colonies, and tho re-stocking of 
farms. He hoped that when durable 
peace was made, parliament would be 
generous and Joan money for re-stocking 
the farms, not only of those who fought 
on the British side, but of those who had 
been honest enemies, and whom they 
now hoped to make friends, and for rail- 
road and other enterprises, to servo to 
develop tho two states. It was his 
duty mot to take a rosy view of tho 
case, but to provide for the worst. Ho 
bad hopes of a huppy result from the 
conference in South Africa, but lie liar] 
put them aside. Preparations for the 
continuance of the war was the best 
guarantee of peace. 

The -Chancellor proposed to suspend 
tho sinking fund, reducing the deficit 
(by £4,500,000, and to increase by a penny 
in the pound, the income tax, yielding 
£2,000,000 increase. From July 1 there 
would lie -a penny to two pence stamp 
duty on sight bills, including dividend 
warrants and checks, yielding £500,000. 

A fter mentioning that he did not pro- 
pose to interfere with beer, wine, tea 
and sugar, the Chancellor said he must 
select for indirect taxation, an article 
practically in universal consumption, the 
taxation of which would not unduly 
press any clnss. 

The ordinary expenditure of the coun- 
try, quite apart from the war, was great- 
ly increasing, and in view of the ever- 
growing expenditures for armies and na- 
vies in other countries, he thought it 
desirable to frame some scheme of tax- 
ation under which, when' peace returns, 
there would he no difficulty in settling 
the country's finance system on a basis 
equitable alike to all the tax-payers of 
tho country. lie was of the opinion that 
the repeal by the late Mr. Lowe of the 
import on wheat hail not realized the 
expectations formed at the time. The 
effect of a duty of 3 pence per hundred- 
weight on wheat would mean but a very 
small fraction of a farthing increase iii 
the price of .the loaf, and the competi- 
tion of the linkers was so keen thai any- 
one trying to raise the price of 'bread on 
such a ground would probably find such 
action not to his advantage. 

The Chancellor denied that tho regis- 
tration of duties on grain and flour vio- 
lated the principles of. free trade or 
'would increase the cost of food. He 
thought the duty hajl been recklessly 
abandoned and declared the remission did 
not reduce the prica of food. He there- 
fore proposed an import duty of ,1 pence 
per hundredweight on all grain, with a 
eorelativo duty of 5 pence per hundred- 
weight on (lour and meal. The total 
yield of this duty was estimated at £2,- 
050,000, hringing the total estimate of 
the revenue from the new taxutiou to 
£5,150,000. 

Of the balance of the deficit, the 
Chancellor proposed to horrow £32,000,- 
000, and to find the iest by drafts on the 
exchequer. He feared that the duty on 
grain would arouse prejudices strong 
and deep, and that the cry of taxing 
the food of the people would once more 
bo raised. Bui he was convinced that by 
no other form of indirect taxation could 
so much money by any possibility he 
found with so little effect nn the arti- 
cle on which it was imposed, and with 
so little injury to the trade and com- 
merce of the country. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer was 
loudly cheered by the -occupants of the 
ministerial 'benches as he concluded. 

Sir William Vembu Harcourt (Liber- 
al) was tin? nevt speaker. He corrobor- 
ated the view expressed by the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, that the duty on 
wheat would meet with strong objec- 
tions. This taxation of the people's 
food, he said, would bring home to the 
people the lesson of the war. 

Wheat: was a thing of necessity, and 
he was opposed to a return to the old 
fallacies of protection. It was, Sir AVil- 
iiam declared, the most objectionable 
proposal by far made to the country in 
many year's. This passion for expansion 
of territory and the annexation of inde- 
pendent countries involved ruinous ex- 
penditures, which, ho believed-, would 
have to be defrayed exclusively by the

British tax-payers, as the security of the 
Transvaal would not in any way meet 
the expenditures. The gigantic for- 
tunes made in the Rand had not been 
produced by the mines, but by projec- 
tors selling worthless mines to the ignor- 
ant and credulous. 

One of the -first results of the budget 
announcement was that considerable 
sums of money had changed hands at 
Lloyds, where for weeks past risks have 
been accepted against the various com- 
modities upon which it seemed likely 
that tho Chancellor of the Exchequer 
might impose a tax. The premiums de- 
manded on sugar, grain and income-tax 
risks were 50 guineas per cent, each, 
and many policies were written. On the 
other hand, big chances were taken. Tim- 
ber paid a premium of 40 guineas per 
cent. each. None of the last mention- 
ed commodities come under the an- 
nounced taxation. 

At a late hour tonight the Associated 
Press learns on excellent authority that 
the principal provision of the budget, 
namely, the treasury loan of £32,000,- 
000, upon which -Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach was remarkably reticent, has a 
serious bearing upon the peace question. 
There appears to he a very strong, be- 
lief in the cabinet that owing to the ex- 
pected early termination of the war, these 
£32,000,000 will never be. needed. When 
that section of the budget gets to the 
committee stage, the peace negotiations 
will probably have reached such, shape 
that Sir Michael Hicks-Beach will be 
able, to announce a diminution of today's 
estimate. 

The failure to explain this important 
point is taken in the House of Commons 
to indicate that the government has 
strong hopes of a speedy issue of the ne- 
gotiations now progressing at Pretoria 
'between the Boer leaders, although it 
wishes to impress the world in general, 
and the Boers in particular, with its 
ability and determination to push the 
war to a finish, should the British terms 
of peace be refused. 

Sir -Michael Hiclfs-Boach is seldom 
dramatic, but when he referred today to 
the government's intention to restock" tho 
Boer as well as the colonial farms, his 
voice rose to an eloquent pitch. His 
gesture, as he spoke in praise of the 
valor of the Boers and expressed his 
hopes for subsequent friendship, between 
Briton and Boer, took the House with 
him, and the cheers, especially from op 
position, prevented the speaker from con 
tinuing his speech lor several moments. 
'During this pause the Chancellor of tho 
Exchequer turned towards Mr. Cham- 
berlain, tho colonial secrttary, who sat 
pale and motionless, and palpably none 
too' pleased at this official recantation 
of his "unconditional surrender." 

The opinions gathered by the Associ- 
ated Press interviews with members of 
tho -House of Commons indicate the ex- 
istence of a considerable' divergency of 
ideas with regards to the new taxation, 
which, although comparatively unimpor- 
tant, in the revenue it will yield, affects 
important economic principles, which 
have hitherto been held rather sacred by 
certain schools of English politicians. 

Sjir Charles Dilke voiced the opinions 
of many of those when he snid: 

"The budget is a reversion to protec- 
tionists principles, and although only 
trivially so, I shall oppose it on those 
grounds." 

John Redmond said: "I can only 
speak from the Irish point of view. 
Wo regard the whole thing as a war 
tax, and Ireland has never approved of 
tho war. We shall naturally ifight it for 
that reason. The protection of Irish ag- 
riculture has been a good thing, but this 
duty on Hour ami corn is too small to 
do us any good. Indeed, it will merely 
raise the price of -cheap meals imported 
from America and Lirgely used bv the 
Irish peasantry; besides making bread 
dearer. I think it quite likely that these 
duties may affect the American millers 
as the differences between tho new 
duties on raw anil manufactured com 
may. perhaps, give the English miller a 
chance to grind, whereas, heretofore ho 
has imported American flour." 

John Burns was .particularly vehement 
in speaking of the budget to a repre- 
sentative of the Associated IPress. "It 
is a cowardly budget,"' he declared, "for 
war. It devolves upon the very poor 
the cost of aggrandizement by the ad- 
venturous rich. It taxes the industrious 
producer at home for the prodigal specu- 
lator abroad." 

Asked if he thought that American 
flour would bo a fleeted by the new taxes, 
Mr. Burns said he was inclined to believe

"But that does not matter," said Mr. 
Burns, "tho United States deserve to 
ho chastised for the Philippines." 

'Henry Norman voiced the opinion of 
the Imperialist ILibernls when he said: 

"You cannot call it protection. It is 
a tariff for revenue only, and tho United 
'States will have no cause for retaliation. 
iBut it is irritating without being com- 
pensating. Of course it will pass. If 
the government told- its supporters to ont 
their hots they would do so without a 
murmur."

HOPES FOU PEA OK. - 

Meanwhile Kitchener Reports a Series 
of Fights in South Africa. 

London, April 14.— Replying in tho 
House of Commons today to the Liber- 
al leader, Sir Henry Oampbell-Bannerj 
man, who asked whether any terms of 
peace had been suggested by the Boer 
leaders in South Africa, the government 
leader, A. J. Balfour, said it was impos- 
sible at present to say more than that a 
message had been received on Saturday 
from the Boer leaders through Lord 
Kitchener and that a reply had been 
sent to them. Further communication 
was expected. 

It is said that the communication ot 
She Boer leaders to Lord Kitchener 
amounted to little more than a request 
for permission to use the cable in con- 
sulting Mr. Kruger and the Boer dele- 
gates in Europe regarding a basis for a 
peace settlement. There is distinctly a 
hopeful feeling in official quarters. 

News of severe lighting in the Trans- 
vaal at the end of last week has been 
sent by Lord Kitchener, who reports 
that about 200 Boers were killed, wound- 
ed or captured. There were about a 
hundred British casualties. The 'British 
also captured three 'guns and a consid- 
erable quantity of supplies. Command- 
ant Potgieter was among the Boers kill- 
ed. 

Lord Kitchener, in a despatch dated 
from Pretoria, Sunday, April 13, re- 
courils how Colenbrauder, after locating 
Commandant Beyer's laager at Pzel 
Kop, moved his force by different routes 
from Pietersburg, Transvaal Colony, 
blocking the principal lines of retreat. 
The lighting commenced on April 8, 
■when the Inniskilling Fusiliers attacked 
'Molipsponrt. covering the Boor position, 
and by dusk had siezed a hill eastward 
of the poort after considerable opposi- 
tion, resulting in Col. Murray being 
wounded and Lieut. Lincoln being killed. 
An olllcer and live men wore wounded. 

Since then the operations continued 
■daily. Colenbrnnder's latest report, 
April 12. gave the Boers' losses in killed, 
■wounded and prisoners as ]()(> men. The 
colonel hoped to be able to report fur- 
ther captures. 

The most severe fighting occurred on 
' April 11 in Western Transvaal, where 
Con. Ian Hamilton has replaced Gen. 
Methuen in command of the British 
troops. The Boers attacked Col. Keke- 
wich's force near Rootwal, and fighting 
at close quarters ensued. The Boers 
were repulsed, leaving on the field 44 
men killed, including 'Commandant Pot- 
gieter, and 34 wounded. Tho British 
captured 20 uriwounded prisoners. Ac- 
cording to last accounts, Gen. Ian Ham- 
ilton was pursuing the remainder of the 
Boers. Tho British losses in the light 
wore G men killed and 52 wounded. At 
the beginning of the pursuit Col. Keke- 
wich captured two guns, a pom-pom, a 
quantity of ammunition, and a number 
of wagons. 

A force of Boers recently overwhelmed 
a strong British patrol sent, out from 
3u.llfonte.iii, Orange Kiver Colony, to 
clear distant farms. An officer "and 2 
men were killed, 14 men were wounded 
and the remaining members of the patrol 
were surrounded and captured.

growing colonies, ponding the abolition 
of tho sugar bounties. He gave no in- 
dication of the amount he would ask for 
this purpose, his estimate therefore be 
iiig included in the general estimate for 
war expenditure and other items.

By the Streets, Bridges and Sewers 
committee) disposing of certain requests 
for civic improvements as follows: 

Gentlemen,— I have the honor to report 
upon the matters referred to me by the 
streets, bridges and oewers committee's re- 
port of last month, as follows: 

With regard to encroachments generally 
upon the city streets and not hereafter 
specifically mentioned, I have conferred 
with the City Engineer, and have had plans 
prepared showing the encroachments, and 
have prepareil a form of notice which ac- 
companies this letter to he served upon 
the various persons encroaching, I beg to 
advise that where It is necessary to have 
a fence put back, the hare cost of removal 
and re-erection siiouhl be tendered In each 
ease. 

Where, as In tho special case hereafter 
alluded to. buildings have to be removed, 
some further consideration Is necessary. 

I beg specially to report on the following 
matters: 

ItD DRAIN ON BEACON STREET. 

I have had a plan prepareil showing the 
position of tho house on the street occu- 
pied by the squatter Phillips, and showing 
the position of his fence, in St. Andrew 
street, and having searched the title at the 
Land Registry, beg to report the position 
shortly as follows: 

The Hudson liny company sold section 2 
to Mr. Dallas; the Dallas Estate sold to Mr. 
It. 13. Harris, who sub-divided and tiled a 
plan, No. 231, showing a (10-foot road on 
.Jvt. Andrew street, and a OD-foot road on 
lieaeon street. Mr. Harris has sold upon 
this plan and consequently the boundaries 
are unalterable. > Mr. Phillips, I under- 
stand, alleges he was originally lessee froln 
the Hudson's Ray company, but II am' In- 
formed his lease expired and was never re- 
newed. He has for many years past a mere 
trespasser and liable to ejectment. I am 
informed that several attempts have been 
made by tihe city to remove him, but appar- 
ently without success. I should have de- 
tails of all these attempts, hut the position 
of tile city Is much strengthened by section 
10 of the Municipal Clauses Amendment 
Act of last year, which vests the posses- 
sion of all roads and highways in the 
Municipality, and I .cannot conceive any 
successful defence to an action for pos- 
session If now brought by the municipality 
against Mr. Phillips. 

After considering details of past litiga- 
tion. I shall probably advise tho bringing 
of an action. I cannot advise that force- 
able removal should be resorted to or that 
any other proceedings would he efficacious. 
RE ENCROACHMENT ON PUTNAM ST. 

1 beg to report that I have had a plan 
prepared and examined the title at the 
Land Registry. It appears that the late 
J. Holness In 1801, registered a snb-dlvls- 
lonnl plan showing a 20-foot road (which 
road previously existed.) Several lots were 
sold tinder the sub-divisional plan. There 
now appears to be an encroachment on the 
roadway adjoining sub-dlvlslonal lots 7 and 
S, owned by Mrs. Holness, amounting at 
one end to 17 feet and the other end to 
feet, and this encroachment seems to have 
been made by Mr. Holness himself and per- 
slsted In by Mrs. Holness. and ls,i In my 
opinion, without lawful excuse. 

It would appear, liowever. that the fence 
probably existed nt the time the sub-divis- 
ion wan made in 1801, and the safer course 
In this ease will. also be by action for pos- 
session If notice to remove does not pro- 
duce the desired result. 

RE ENCROACHMENT ON ONTARIO ST. 

I beg to report that I have had a plan 
prepared which shows that A. Mcf.eod's 
leu co encroaches on the street (i feet 
Inches, and tihat he has all the land with- 
out this which his deed entitles him to. 
and 1 beg to advise that an ordinary notice 
after tender of the cost of removal and re- 
erecting the) fences be served, and if dis- 
puted that the fence be removed and re- 
erected by the elty. 

RE ENCROACHMENT ON RUSSELL ST. 

I beg to report that I have had plan 
prepared and searches made nt the Land 
Registry. Mr. Mable and Mrs. c. McKay 
have fences encroaching on Russell street 
10 feet 7 Inches, whilst the Laud lteglstry 
plan shows that they have, by their title 
deeds, If removed to the street line, nil tho 
land they are entitled to. The difficulty in 
these cases appears to be caused by action 
of the owners of the sub-dlvlslonal lots ad- 
joining In the block whose fence line is ir> 
feet 7 Inches within the line of -Mary street. 
The title deeds show that Mr. W. Mable 
and Mrs. McKay have. If they remove their 
fence, all the land they are entitled to, and 
1 advise the tender of the cost of removal 
and re-erectinp; fences and service of the 
ordinarv notice, and If disputed that the 
fences bo removed and re-erected by the 
city. 

RE ENCROACHMENT ON FORT STREET 
BY Dlt. MORRISON. 
I have had plan prepared and had search 
made at the Laud lteglstry. I beg to re- 
port there Is an encroachment on the line 
of street of V/i feet by a wooden building. 
The title deed shows that If Dr. Morrison 
removes his buildings back to the street 
line he will have nil he Is entitled to. No 
compensation therefore need be tendered 
him for the 1% feet but I consider he Is en- 
titled to have tendered to him the cost, to 
be carefully estimated, of the removal and 
re-erectlon of the street wall of hts build- 
ing. 

\Vith regard to the recovery of the cost 
of removal of fences when the amend- 
ments now before the Legislature become 
law, the city, If they have to do the work, 
will have ample security anil, although I 
advise service of the notices at once. 1 
think no work should be done until the 
amendment becomes law.

UETAT DTJA1L CAPACITY. 



Tho members of ithe opposition arc 
endeavoring to prove that 'Mr. Green- 
shields acted in a dual capacity in the 
negotiations between the government and 
Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann, by a more 
extraordinary series of arguments than 
were ever adduced in support of such a 
statement 'before. They have long i 
lost sight of what a dual capacity ii 
negotiator is, and of tho fnct that no 
man could act In a dual capacity in any 
immoral sense, who did not possess tho 
power to bind one or other of the priu 
cipnls, or both. If we were to suppose 
that Mr. Qreensuields had power to 
bind (Messrs. Mackenzie & Manu, and 
at the same time, accepted a retainin; 
fee from the British Columbia govern 
ment, that is a matter which would 
affect the private character of Mr, 
GreensShields, and- the interests of his 
clients, Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann, 
whom he might, under the influence of 
retaining fee, commit to something of 
which they did not approve. This sup- 
position may, however, he put out of 
court at once, because Messrs. Macken- 
zie i& Mann are perfectly capable of 
nttendimg to their own interests, and it 
is nobody's business but their own. If 
we suppose on the other hand, that Mr. 
Greenshields had -power to bind the 
British Columbia government, and 
the same time was accepting fees from 
Messrs. Mackenzie & Maun, then, nut 
only would Mr. Greenshiclds be 
scoundrel of the deepest dye, in conceal- 
ing his connection with these gentlemen 
tout the members of t'he government wet 
guilty of a grave dereliction c 
duty in entrusting ncfei lations to a 
man, whose relations to the other party 
theyihad not discovered. But even in 
that ease there would be no personal re- 
flection against the members of the gov- 
ernment unless they knew of Mr. Green- 
shields' connection with Messrs. Mac- 
kenzie & Mann. That, however, is be- 
side tilie point, because everybody knows 
that iw these' 'negotiations, Mr. Green- 
shields did not act in one particular as 
•the representative of the government, 
and never concealed from the govern- 
ment, or ffbhi anyone else, that lie was 
the legal adviser and confidential agent 
of Messrs. -Mackenzie & .Mann. The 
negotiations .came about through the 
convincing of Mr. Greenshields that the 
present government, was .strong enough 
for any one ito treat with, and his con- 
veying that intelligence to bis .principals. 
Through Mr. Greenshields, the princi- 
pals were brought face to face and nego- 
tiations began. From the time they be- 
gan until they ended, he never acted in 
any other capacity than as the agent of 
Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann. He ccmc 
to Victoria wiith their terms. He brought 
Mr. I). I). Mann to Victoria, and what, 
it may be asked, would have been tho 
sense of Mr. Mann coining to Victoria 
, if he could have talked face to face' with 
the government of British Columbia at 
Toronto, in the person of that" govern- 
ment's ageiit, Mr. Greenshields?" Filial- 
ly, Mr. Greenshields returned to Vic- 
toria carrying the contract, with a con- 
dition attached to its delivery to the 
government. Whereas, if lie had been 
the agent of tin? government, Messrs. 



Mackenzie & Maun in entrusting the 
document to UlnS would have been hand- 
ing it over to the goveriuneut. Now-, 
how- do the members ot the opposition 
make out their ease? They ask us to 
accept the extraordinary proposition 
that Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann bad the 
government at their mercy because it 
was in a moribund condition, and that 
the government hired Mr. Greenshlehls 
to assist in SQUOealrig itself to death. 
They claim that a moribund govern- 
ment made a contract with Messrs. 
Mackenzie & Mann, which is vi'ry bad 
for the COUUtry, and that the govern- 
ment matkj this contract lA&ntee it 
weak in the country, and that the con- 
tract winch is ruinous to the country 
has made- the g-.nvir.nnnu move worthy 
of death «l\au it w.is before the con- 
tract was c.uensl hue, and yotj they 
are face to face with the fact thttl the 
government is stronger than when it en- 
tered into tho contract. What a tissue 
of absurdity! When a government which 
is moribund enters into a bail policy, 
that usually puts a finish to the govern- 
ment altogether. 1 it what way could 
it .possibly assist a weak government, to 
bar.l the country over to a railway 
company as tho present government is 
accused of doing? The people of all 
nuntriea are extremely jealous of cor- 
porations, ami particularly <>f railway 
corporations; Yet here is a government 
which, it is said, betrayed its trust from 
the people, So a corporation of the kind 
which ithe people are particularly 
ilous, and yet derived sufficient access 
of strength .by so doing to recover its 
health after U had been given over by 
the doctors. The members of the op- 
position would actually have us bet'evc 
that Mr. Greenshields would not delivei 
the contract at a erltieiil moment be- 
cause he had the government by the 
throat, and that at tho same time he 
was acting as the agent of the govern- 
ment whose windpipe they say he was 
ompressiug. They say moreover, that 
the whole object of the negotiations 
with Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann, was to 
carry the Victoria election, to manufac- 
ture a glittering bait to dangle before 
the electors of Victoria. II f so, why 
was the bait not dangled, why was the 
contract not produced on the Stfi of 
March? If there was no solid business 
behind it, if there did not occur the in- 
evitable hitches between parties who 
mean business, if Mr. Greenshiclds was 
simply a glittering bait manufacturer, 
hired Iby the government us such, why 
did he not appear on the platform on 
the 8th of March? -Was it not because 
Mr. Greenshiclds was in Victoria rep- 
resenting his clients, Messrs. Mackenzie 
& Mann, and because he would not pre- 
judice their interests or violate their 
instructions, to assist an election tight:'? 
Yet, if he had been the agent of the 
government for the purpose insinuated by 
tho ingenuous but not ingenious members 
of the opposition, would bis actions not 
have been entirely controlled by the 
paramount obligation of keeping the gov- 
ernment in power? The members of 
the opposition have shot far beyond tho 
mark. The object of at least one mem- 
ber of tho opposition has been to show 
that the members of the government 
entered into .these railway negotiations 
to benefit themselves financially, and 
that they hired Mr. Greenshields to as- 
sist them. Here indeed would have been 
a dual capacity of criminal significance, 
and as such dear to the heart and Imagi- 
nation of the member for 'Ttossbtnd in 
judging of motives other than those 
which inspire himself, a dual capacity of 
criminal significance, expressed by him 
with that recklessness of assertion for 
which he is famous, and reinforced by 
those methods of tortuous insinuation of 
which he is a past master. But When 
the other members of the opposition talk 
about a dual capacity what do they 
mean? Are they endeavoring in an in- 
direct way to buttress the charges made 
by the member for Rossland which they 
have already repudiated? "If so, it is 
little creditable to either their courage 
or their honesty. Or, are they simply 
harping with driveling insistence upon a 
phrase they have nut taken the trouble 
to analyse and whose bearings they per- 
haps have not the brains to compre- 
hend? One or -Hher of these two things 
they must be doing. They cannot escape 
from tihese alternatives. 



GOOD FOR VICTORIA. 
We ore too often apt to depreciate 
ourselves and our city, nor must it be 
said do gentlemen like the chairman of 
the iBank of British North America en- 
courage lis to take a more cheerful out- 
look. It is therefore pleasant to see the 
business management of a concern heav- 
ily interested in -Victoria, take a roseate 
view of Victoria's prospects. In his re- 
port to the shareholders of the B. C. 
Electric Railway company the chairman 
made some remarks about Victoria de- 
cidedly encouraging to those resident 
and interested in the city. After show- 
ing how the population 1 served by the 
company's lines had grown from 10,841 
in 1S91 tu 2S,7"1 in 1001, placing the 
resident population over 2,000 in excess 
of the similar population the company 
has to depend on for revenue in Van- 
couver, he went on to say: 

In comparing the population of the 
cities of Victoria and Vancouver, one 
is led from the census loturns to think 
that Vancouver is by far the larger city, 
but in reality it is probable the two cities 
are about equal in point of population. 
The citv limits of Vancouver are ex« 
tremcly extended, and reach beyond Che 
present town on all sides. The nature 
Of the peninsula on which Vancouver 
is principally built has caused it to be 
settled thickly, whereas the open country 
around Victoria has -tended to make the 
city spread out beyond its statutory 
limits, and thick settlements such as 
(those <m the Esquimau rood, Stihuieh 
road and at Oak Bay, are not included 
in the census returns of the city. It is 
in these newly settled districts that the 
incieasc in population is most remark- 
able, and- thi' census returns of Victoria 
give an entirely false impresslonMn this 
particular. The figures given above are 
substantially accurate, and the totals 
should be considered as the real total 
population of Victoria. 

Owing to the wide area which the city 
covers, the improvement in Victoria, ,s 
by no means so easily remarked as that 
of Vancouver, but after residing here 
for a week or ten days, one -is none the 
less struck with it. The great improve- 
ment in the business section of the city, 
where largo permanent buildings have 
replaced the old-fnshioued colonial stores, 
.being especially noticeable, and the large 
number of really tine country residences 
which have sprung up round the out- 
skirts, being quite remarkable. A num- 
ber of new hotels have sprung into exis- 
tence; this is probably due to the popu- 
larity of the town, firstly, as a tourist 
and holiday resort, due to its exquisite 
situation and outlook, and fresh healthy 
summers, and secondly, to the large in- 
flux into the town during the .period that 
tho legislature is sitting. Since 1 was 
here last the beautiful parliament build- 
ings have been erected, which rank, in 
my mind, with the law courts of Brus- 
sels, as the finest public buildings that 
I have seen. 

The corporation are now at work on 
the construction of a masonry embank- 
ment on the site of the old .lames Bay 
bridge. The tidal flats behind that 
bridge are to bo filled in and turned into 
a public (lower garden. They have also 
adopted their plans for a handsome stone 
and steel bridge at Point Kllice. and 
tenders have been advertised for. These 
works will put the finishing touches to 
the natural beauties of the harbor. 

I spent four weeks altogether at the 
Mount Baker hotel at the terminus of 
our Oak Bay branch, which my party 
a greed' was tho -most delightful summer 
resort we had any of us ever visited. 
This hotel is now a feature of Victoria 
and of our railway: it is largo and com- 
fortable, and thoroughly up-to-date, 
without being luxurious, and its ar- 
rangements are admirable. The view 
across the Mediterrrnenn blue waters of 
the 'Straits of S-'ii Juan de Fuen to the 
white-rapped Olympian range, crowned 
by Mount Bakrr, is magnificent. 

The Oak Bay branch, -on which only 
two or three houses existed when -T left, 
in I.SOfl. now runs through in continual 
succession of pretty residences, whilst 
• '!», city end. and between the Oak 
iBay branch and the exhibition extension, 
considerable settlement has sprung 
into existence, and there are now a 
considerable number, which is annually 
increasing, of residences round the 
■ '<!,<■ s of n R-iy itself, forming a very 
attractive suburb of blie city. 

What the chairman of this company 
says is n correct statement of fact. The 
beauty of the environs of this city 
causes its population to exhibit a much 
greater centrifugal 'tendency than is 
possible under present conditions in Van- 
couver.

Lt is usual fur telegraph companies t< 
treat messages delivered to them as con 
fidential. We do not see how the busi 
ness of n community could possibly be 
tranVccted if it were otherwise. Tele- 
graph companies regard ihemselves as 
.-in inviolate medium of communication 
ibetween man and man. They do not ad- 
mit that .they are •a medium which may 
be .intercepted even nt the instance of a 
judge, or to further the ends of justice. 
They 'light to the bitter end against dis- 
closing any of the correspondence which 
has passed through their hands, and they 
never yield except to superior force. 
There Is a great deal to be said .for them. 
They .bid courts, and judges intercept 
the written messages, bring them for- 
ward from those who have either sent 
or received itlioin, and not from the 
.agency which lias automatically trans- 
mitted them. So well is this recognized 
that the power, of the law to make a 
telegraph company exhibit copies of mes- 
sages is only used in cases of grave 
emergency, and under wise restrictions. 
'Still the telegraph companies object to 
having them produced at all, and only 
do so wheiKconipelled. For that reason 
presumably, Mr. Christie, tilie manager 
of the C. P. It. telegraph company de- 
stroyed the data in his jiossessiou which 
might assist the Royal Commission or 
the member for Rossland in specifying 
copies of telegrams of which the pro- 
duction might be demanded. Mr. Chris- 
tie's point of view as not the govern- 
ment's point of view, nor is it Mr. Cur- 
tis' point of view, nor is at the Com- 
missioner's point of view; it is tho point 
of view of the telegraph company. 1* 
is, of course, merely a symptom that 
this gigantic conspiracy which involves 
the members of the government, Messrs. 
Mackenzie & Mann, Mr. Greenshields, 
sundry newspaper reporters, and various 
other people, should in its ramifications 
and extensions embrace also tho tele- 
graph companies and their employees. 
In fact we ithiiik that it will go on

ICE AT AT/BBRNI. 
Sir,— In Sunday's Issue dipt. Wttlbran 
notes that the head or the Albornl canal 
was frozen In the year 1S(>1? early 1802, 
and the ship Pocahontas frozen lit, infer- 
ring Incidentally that the ship was de- 
tained for six weeks by lee, where her 
inline was painted on tho rocks. I was In 
charge of a vessel belonging to the Albernl 
Mill Co., and frozen In on that occasion for 
a few days (certainly not over ten), and lay 
.lust clear of the wharf, and the Pocahontas 
about 100 yards from my vessel, loading 
spars for a European port, the flrst spars 
shipped from there. The ship kept 
on loading until the spars alongside were 
exhausted, then they had to .pilt as It was 
Impossible to raft more otr until the Ice 
'broke up, which lt did In a few day.s, re- 
leasing both ship and schooner. The Poca- 
hontas, on sailing up the canal, piloted by 
the Indian agent, Wm. Banlield, some 
weeks previous, was tied up to the! rocks 
on tho wind failing. While there her name 
was painted on the rocks by the crew, to 
Indicate that lt was a safe place to tie op. 
'It was a common occurrence In those days 
of no tugboats, in fact, there was a ninn- 
Iber of ships' names painted where the re- 
spective ships had tied up. But forty years 
ttctlon of the elements have obliterated the 
whole of them nearly. ;is I only observed 
the remains of the Pocahontas name on my 
trip up there last May. The ice did not 
extend -more than sK miles below the ml", 
for I traveled several times to within a 
quarter mile, so was in a position to know.

BOUNDARY OKIO VALUES AND -MIXING 
COSTS. 

Sir,— In nn editorial published In the 
April number of the IS. C. -Mining Itecord, 
■which has Just come to hand. It Is made 
to appear that I quoted the -New York En- 
gineering and Mining Journal as having 
stated In regard to copper values of Boun- 
dary ores. "The copper ores throughout 
tho district yield on nn average about one- 
'thlrd per cent of copper." What I did 
quote was "1.3 per cent of copper," and 
this was 'transferred by the printer to 
"one-third," thereby making it appear that 
the copper value was given at only about 
one-fourth of that II rca'ly did quote. . 
the Mining Itecord Is a monthly publlcatii 
I ask the favor of at once making this 
correction through tho medium of your col- 
umns, so that the Boundary may not re- 
main longer than l a absolutely necessary 
without having this simple justice done to 

Whilst upon this subject of Boundary 
mining I should like to be permitted to 
express 'grave doubt as to the reliability of 
certain statements, alleged to have been 
made by Mr. Rowland' Maehln, publlched 
recently In the Victoria Times, and re- 
printed by other newspapers. Mr. Maehln 
is reported to have said, in part, that the 
Gran'uy Company Is ' "privately rumored" 
to be .making "over $:i,000 per day," and 
that "the present cost of mining the ore 
certainly cannot exceed the present price" 
(whioh, Ijyl the way, goes .without saying) 
"which is forty-five cents per ton, the total 
cost of mining under similar conditions at 
the Mother Lode mine, where they are to- 
day quarrying It out of the 'glory hole' fit 
a cost of 10 cents per ton for powder, fuse 
and caps." This Is all very flattering to 
the Boundary, 'but It Is not all the truth. 
Mr. Maehln may mean to convey that ore 
quarrying only Is being done at forty-five 
cents per ton. (but if he moans that the 
total «ost of mining, including the stoplng 
and hoisting of ore from the underground 
levels, which both tho mines mentioned 
are 'also done right along, then his state- 
ment is Jit variance with fact In tills par- 
ticular. Regarding the profit the Granby 
company In "prlvntelv rumored" to -be 
making— taking the tonnage smelted with 
four furnaces running right along as l.f.00 
tons, which aggregate Is not likely to be 
exceeded hs the average day's run, this

May Be Amended.— The cases of the 
bakers charged with selling bread under 
i lie weight provided for by the market 
by-law, were called in the City Police 
court yesterday afternoon, hut were fur- 
ther adjourned for n week, pending a 
conference between the city solicitor and 
the members of the council, the bakers 
nut to be interfered with in the mean- 
time. It was stated by City Solicitor 
Bradlmrn that Mr. Belyea, who appeared 
ror the defence, hart informed him that 
the by-law as it stood worked a hardship, 
the bakers being unable to sell a pound 
and a half of bread for five cents and 
make a fair profit. He asked that the 
case be adjourned for a week, so that he 
could confer with the council. 

Good Field.— Mr. and Mrs. W. J. 
Pendrav returned by the steamer City 
r.f Pueblii from u visit to friends in Cal- 
ifornia. While south they took a trip 
through tho southern portion of the 
Golden State, visiting all th* pleasure 
resorts from San Francisco south. Mr. 
Peudray is of opinion that this section 
of the country would he a 'good one in 
which to distribute the literature of 
the Tourist association. There are „ 
great many tourists in California nt 
present, the trains all being crowded 
With pleasure-suckers, and in many cases 
extra coaches having to be attached. 
This is especially true around Los An- 
geles and Del Monte. Though there 
are manv pretty places in 'California. 
Mr. Pendrav thinks there is no place to 
equal Victoria as o pleasure resort. 

iBu'.klov Valley Settlers.-^George Cun- 
ningham, the well known northern trad- 
er and merchant, who ihns hotels; stores; 
and- steamers operating on the Skcena 
river, arrived by tho steamer Danube. 
He reports Hint the river steamer Hazel- 
ton is toeing made ready at Port Eaang- 
ton to start service on the Skeena river 
on April 22. The steamer Monte Qristo, 
the smaller sterhwlieeler of Cunning- 
ham Brori., will be used as a freighter. 
The crews of both vessels nre standing 
bv in readiness for tho opening of navi- 
gation. There are n large number of 
p.-sseivgers awaiting the sailing of the 
steamer nt Port Essin.gton, and it is 
expected ithat others will go np by the 
Tees tonight. Mr. Cunningham says 
that there will be a large influx of set- 
tlers to the Bulkley Valley this year. 
iBcforo ho left Port Essington tho Dan- 
ube landed 20 letters from Eastern 
points, all of which were written to en- 
quire regarding the transportation nnd 
othc matters hearing upon the settle- 
merit of the Bulkley Valley. There are 
many miners waiting nt Port Essington. 
also, ready to proceed up the river on 
the 'first steamer.

Even the presence of Mr. McBride, 
leader of the opposition, in the witness 
box at yesterday morning's sitting of 
the royal commission, failed to revive 
much public interest in its investigations, 
so far as could be judged by the few 
who came in and out to sec bow matters 
were getting on. Of course, several of 
his following in the legislature were 
there, but even their interest seemed 
desultory. In the course of his evidence 
nothing new was brought out in support 
of the charges, the only points of inter- 
est being his sweeping statement that 
none of the ministers of Hon Mr. Duns- 
muir's government had been iutention- 

lly guilty of any grave wrong towards 
the people in the matters at issue, nnd 
that the "straight" opposition, ns lead 
by him, had not approved of the charges 
made by Mr. Curtis. _ The greater part 
of his evidence, however, was upon the 
part played by Mr. Greenshields in the 
negotiations regarding the Canadian 
Northern contract. "Upon this ho was 
cross-examined at considerable length by 
Mr. Cassidy, but in spite of his numer- 
ous reflections upon the ministerial and 
other utterances touching the matter, 
could not be got to say whether lie be- 
lieved or did not believe tho explana- 
tions and statements of Hon. Mr. Wells 
or Mr. Greenshields upon this matter. 

D. A. Upper, of the Western Union 
Telegraph company, was the first witness 
called. He had not brought any tele- 
grams with him and would not do so un- 
less telegrams of special dates were 
asked for. This led to a long speech 
from Mr. Curtis, but tho Commissioner 
would not issue a special warrant to go 
through the thousands of telegrams on 
tile in that office. He was then ordered 
to bring the account books of the tele- 
graph company with the government, so 
that from it the specific telegrams might 
be looked up. 

'Mr. Upper then asked leave to tele- 
graph his superintendent in San Fran- 
cisco and to consult the company's soli- 
citor, as his obedience to these instruc- 
tions would be contrary to his duty to 
the telegraph company, as defined by 
their express instructions to their em- 
ployees. This was for the protection of 
the people generally who patronized his 
company, The order, however, wr.s made, 
Mr. Upper being given, until the after- 
noon to get them. 

Mr. Christie, of the C. P. It. tele- 
graph, was then put through a similar 
course of questions, lie had, however, 
no charge list left, ns in order to pro- 
tect his business, lie had destroyed the 
copy usually kept in- his ofllce, anil be 
would do it again to protect any of his 
customers not being criminals. It was 
his business to protect bis customers 
generally, and lie would always do so. 
Mr. Christie was then ordered to go 
through all telegrams for a fortnight 
about liie 1st of 'March, and produce all 
telegrams passing between the govern- 
ment and Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann 
or Mr. Greenshiehls. 

Richard McBride, M.P.P., was then 
called, and deposed that he was the lead- 
er of the opposition. As such' be was 
glad to support the wise measures of the 
government and to oppose the others. 
Fie disagreed with them on the Can- 
adian Northern railway question, nnd 
said that he thought the subsidy exces- 
sive. The land grant would be worth at 
least $2.50 an acre, nnd generally much 
more so soon as the rond was construct- 
ed. ' - 

At $1 an acre the provincial subsidy 
would amount to about $25,000 a mile. 
He wns sure this was too large. 

The dual capacity of Mr. Greenshields 
in these negotiations had led to a warm 
and continued debate in the House. 
During its progress he and the other op- 
position members had accepted the news- 
paper reports, etc., but as the debate 
wore on, Mr. Wells had given the 
qualified statement regarding Mr. Green- 
shields' employment. 

Under cross-examination 'by Mr. Cas- 
sidy, the witness said that be had been 
a member of the government when the 
better terms question had been taken up, 
liut refused to say anything nbout the 
matters considered in the Executive 
council. 'Ho wns with difficulty led to 
admit that Mr. Sutherland had been the 
agent of 'Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann. 

The charge of the dual capacity of 
Mr. Greenshields was then taken up. 
and the balance of the morning devoted 
to its consideration in the cross-examin- 
ation of Mr. 'MdBri.de. He still believed 
that Mr. Greenshields had been employ- 
ed by both parties, he said, and made 
several dramatic utterances about the 
"dying throes of the government." From 
Col. Prior's references to Mr. Green- 
shields on a former occasion, be con- 
sidered that the Montreal lawyer was 
peculiarly adapted to such work as 
Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann would want 
him to do. He did think, too, that they 
'would have discburged\ him on dinding 
out that lie took money from both sides. 
■He also could not understand bow Mr. 
Greenshields, if in the pay of the 
government, could refuse to 'go on tin: 
platform and refuse to produce the con- 
tract nt the meeting at the theatre the 
Saturday nrght befor> the election. In 
his own mind, none of the ministers wore 
intentionally guilty of any grave wrong 
towards the people— although they might 
have been negligent in some of their 
ditties to tl'.e province in the safe-guard- 
ing of its rights. 

Here Mr. McBride left the witness 
stand, which wns then taken by Mrs.

Tomorrow. 



Mr. 1J. E. Oosneil, of tiie Provincial 
Bureau of Information, returned from 
Vancouver on Sunday night. Mr. Gos- 
nell went to Vancouver to meet anil con- 
fer with the promoters of the Bulkoley 
Valley colony before their departure for 
the North. All the arrangements pre- 
liminary to the actual work of settle- 
ment were fully discussed and a per- 
[ect understanding was arrived at be- 
tween the government and the represen- 
tatives of the prospective settlers. - 

On Wednesday Messrs, J. W. Mcin- 
tosh nnd Aubrey Elliott, representing 
the settlers, nnd Mr. McMillan, repre- 
senting the government, will go North by 
steamship Danube to locate and select 
lauds nnd make reports on the country 
nnd i ts capabilities. Mr. McMillan, who 
is ail experienced pioneer and road mnk- 
er, will lay out a road from Hazelton to 
the ne"w settlement. 

The party expect to be n p osent for 
nbout three weeks, and on their return 
several of the home- seekers will proceed 
north and establish themselves upon 
rheir lands. Already over 100 families 
have made the necessary deposit and 
are prepared to move onto the lands se- 
lected for them. n

Upper then returned to Hie stand 
with the telegrams asked for. _ Some of 
them heing in -cypher, 'Mr. Curtis refused 
to he satisfied with a sworn translation, 
and wanted tho government cypher, but 
this the 'Commissioner ruled ho wns not 
entitled to. Instructions were then giv- 
en to the secretary of the commission 
regarding the translations from which, 
when mnde, the commission should de- 
cide whether of the few messages pro- 
duced any were relevant tn the case or 
not. 

The commission then adjourned until 
this morning at 10 o'clock.

Klondike and Shipping Will 
Soon Result.

Sluice Boxes and Rockers Being 
Brought Out— Water Trick- 
ling Everywhere. 



The Dawson JS'ows of April 4, received 
here yesterday, says: 

-The trickling water from the hill- 
sides Jims thrilled the whole Klondike 
camp with new feelings of life, and on 
every hand preparations are being made 
for the great harvest of gold, ltockers 
have already been urged into , use in a 
few places, and it is expected 'that if t ie 
weather continues warm they may he 
seen at work on hillsides everywhere 
throughout the camp ibeXoro . the present 
week end, if not before. . In many places 
they are being put in condition. Another 
week or two of warm weather, ami not 
only the rockers, but the great msatiab.e 
sluices may also be devouring the pre- 
cious diet of pay dint, now piled high on 
numerous creeks, with millions ot dol- 
lars' worth of gold in their embrace. 
Sluice box •lumlber is in demand, and 
workmen are busy making Humes on all 
the creeks. A little while to tarry and 
then the Iblg pokes, overflowing witn 
unadulterated wealth will roll outward 
towards Victoria again. The claim own- 
ers along Eldorado and Bonanza ere 
watching the weather with much inter- 
est. Considerable belting has been done 
as to when sluicing will commence, ltoek- 
ers were put in evidence on April 3 on 
different bench claims along the creeks. 
Now and then would ibe seen a miner 
with a knife and a piece of canvas 
standing by his rocker makin'g new 
blankets, or riffles. Many Humes were 
being erected. A heavy run of water 
is looked for at an early date. The 
more water that finds its way .to the creek 
surface means more work and earlier 
cleanups, also an earlier summer sea- 
sou. The cleanups will be large and 
while the outputs on Bonanza and El- 
• dorado will not be quite so heavy as 
last year, it will be but a- few figures 
behind. Gold dust has already begun 
to find its way into circulation at .Daw- 
eon. Sluicing commenced on April 13 
on No. 10 Eldorado in the year 1000, 
followed Iby a heavy run of water. The 
indications were for an early date this 
year, 

"No. 16 Eldoratlo has always been the 
first to shovel in. This year it seems 
to bo a month ahead of time. A person 
looking dowu the shaft on No. 1(! will 
witness the water and gravel running 
through the (boxes, and also hear the ex- 
haust of the big No. 7 pnlsomutsr which 
can ibe seen at the bottom of the shaft. 
The clicking of the shovel and the roar 
of running water through the . boxes 
makes as much noise as n big stamp 
mill. This is the third attempt of this 
kind ever made in the Yukon. The last 
two attempts have thus far proved suc- 
cessful as well as profitable. Mr. Miller 
attempted to sluice underground in the 
winter of 1S9!) and 1000 while working 
his lay on No. '2 Eldorado. The pulsomet- 
er used proved to bo too small and Mr. 
Miller gnve the idea up. Now comes 
two more claim operators who are work- 
ing under a successful plan."

Tlio coat is 
scarlet with blue facings, handsomely 
trimmed, and ornamented with bright 
military .buttons, and the head dress a 
jaunty little field service cup of dark 

blue.

George W. Reynolds, an artist from 
Boston, will leave for China toy the next 
Empress to imiut n series of picture! 
the purple city of the middle kingdom 
over which Tsit'ien rules. , 

(Mr. Reynolds says he has a commis- 
sion from' Sir Robert Hart, director of 
Chinese Imperial maritime customs, to 
paint a. collection of pictures of scenery 
in China. Mr. Reynolds litis a number 
of sketches of the Rocky mountains and 
other Canadian scenes, which he had 
finished in England. .Sir iRobert Hurt, 
who had been since 1885, the- bead of the 
Chinese marine customs, took nil in- 
terest in Mr. Reynold's work and pur- 
chased a number of his Canadirn prim- 
ings. Sir Robert also expressed n wish 
for a collection of Chinese scenes and 
offered Mr. Reynolds the commission, 
which offer was accepted. 

Mr. Reynolds considers thnt the scen- 
ery in British Columbia outrivnln i 1 ' 
grandeur anil funtnstie beauty that of 
the Otskils or the Adimndncta*, among 
both of which ranges of historic moun- 
tains he has snent many weeks with the 
brush and pullete. 

Views of Western Canada, and es- 
pecially those ill the vicinity of Banff, 
Mr. Reynolds states, were very accept- 
able in tho Old Country, ami he had no 
difficulty in disposing of them, .lie ar- 
rived in London when the people were 
still talking of the trip of tfiie Duke and 
Duchess of Cornwall and York, and for 
this reason his sketches were more 
speedily brought to the notice of .London 
society.

The bill was fully discussed on 
the second reading. Mr. Gilmour pro- 
posed an -amendment makin'a the law 
applicable only in towns of 3,000 or over. 

Mr. McPhillips opposed the amend- 
ment. 

_ Mr. Green agreed with Mr. McPhil- 
lips. die considered the bill an unneces- 
sary piece of legislation. 
The committee rose and reported pro- 



Tlie steamer Danube, which arrived on 
Sundav from the North, brought a sal- 
mon case, and some of the labels oi the 
half pound Hats from the Windsor can- 
nery, which formed part of 'the wreck- 
age washed ashore on Anstazablo Is- 
land: also panels of red painted son 
wood doors and rails which formed Dart 
of- the wreckage which Indians brought 
to ilfella 'Bella from Goose Island! ihu 
D G. S. Quadra was at Bella Bel.a on 
her recent Northern trip, when the In- 
dians arrived with the news of luuling a 
large pilot houses or deck house ot some 
vessel on Goose island, but the govern- 
ment steamer did not go to the near I) J 
inland to investigate the wreckage. Later 
the Indians brought back some of ,tno 
doors, which were shipped to Capt. Gau- 
diniby Dr. Large, of Bella Bella. Tho. 
wreckage is not that ot the Condor, for 
it is soft wood, and varnished u dark 
red color, .similar to the manner in 
which the lost steamer Walla Walla or 
the Bristol was colored. .The deck house 
found by the Indians is described by 
them tie a large affair, seemingly much 
larger than the ordinary chart house, for 
the Indians say they secured "hiyu doors 
and windows" from it. The wreckage 
brought down consists of two red var- 
nished 'Panels of soft wood, one of 
which bears the 'figures 12 in small 
brass numerals about an inch long. The 
Indians made fast the deck house to 
the beach where they found it. 

The salmon case which was shipped to 
Finlay, Durham ,t Brodie, of this city, 
consignees of the shipment bearing the 
marks D. T. II., which was seen on tho 
case, and the labels are identified as 
those on the consignments of half pound 
flats shipped from the Windsor cannery 
to ILiver.pool on the ships Red Rock and 
Beechdale. Tho shipment placed on the 
Red Rock, which is 1-11 days out from 
Victoria for Liverpool today, was loaded 
in such a position, according to sonic of 
those present when the cargo was being 
placed iu the vessel, that it could not 
be reached if it was found necessary to 
jettison some of her salmon cargo. 

The Danube bad 33 passengers from 
tho iNorth, and as she carried 70 on her 
up .trip, the steamer accommodated over 
a hundred passengers on the voyage, 
and there was a. similar number on tho 
last trip of the Tese. The passenger 
business is increasing with ev^-y trip to 
the northern part of the province. Last 
year there were a number of trips of 
the northern steamer when there were 
few if any passengers, but this year 
there are seldom under 3Q. 'Business is 
increasing also with tho northern ports, 
but Victoria is not making as big an 
effort to reach out for it as are the 
houses of Vancouver. According to one 
of the passengers who arrived by the 
Danube the business houses of Vancou- 
ver have already sent their represen- 
tatives to the Skeena and Rivers Inlet 
stores, and travelers are thick along the 
coast, but there are few representatives 
iu Victoria firms, and ho wishing to do 
business in Victoria, was obliged to come 
down for the purpose. 

The past winter has been a very open 
oho in the North. Two of the passen- 
gers on the Danube from Hazelton, Mr. 
and Mrs. Allcoek, came down the 
iSkeena in a canoe, going over the ice 
for two miles below HUzelton and they 
had only to mako one small portage 
after starting. When the Ibig Canyon 
was reached they expected to he rushed 
'through with the rapids, but the tide 
was so full that they hail even to puddle 
through the canyon, where in the steam- 
boat season steamers have hud to be 
lined up from tih e bank to work their 
way through the swift waters. There 
is now no ice below the canyon, the riv- 
er being free. 

The oolichan run has been a very good 
one, and the villages will soon have 
their summer smell of grease along the 
bouse fronts. The tug Chieftain did not 
do much in the first run, 'for towards 
the end of the month she had a narrow 
escape from being wrecked. The tug 
had been taken up the 'Nans in readi- 
ness for the oolichans, and the crew had 
gone to sleep on board, when the ice 
ran down and swept the steamer down 
tho river — she had no steam up, and 
went on a reef and keeled well over on 
her beam, almost filling as the water 
rose. Her shoe was torn off for some 
distance, and she was scratched a little, 
Ibut tho injuries were slight, and she is 
again in service. The run on Kitamaat 
arm commenced on the 10th, and the 
fishermen were getting big hauls there. 

At Mctiakatln the government wharf, 
which has a face of from SO to 00 feet, 
in hearing completion. The ibig school 
in which about .125,000 feet of lumber 
has been used is being completed. 

The Danube has been again tied up and 
the steamer Tees will leave for Naas, 
'Skidegate and way ports tonight. She 
will make a call at Bella Coola on this 
•trip. On her last trip the 'Danube cov- 
ered over 1,000 miles of sea. Among the 
passengers who arrived by the Danube 
were: G. Cunningham, of Port Essing- 
ton, who will return North tonight bv 
the Tees; Mr. and Mrs. Corker, of Alert 
i-Bay, the former of whom intends re- 
turning by the Tees; John Clayton, of 
Bella Coola; Mr. Gilmour, a canneryman 
from the Skeena; Mr. Jacobsen and wife, 
of (Jclulet, who have .been visiting at 
Bella 'Coola, and who intend leaving for 
'the 'West Coast by the next steamer; 
Mr. Allcoek and family, settlers from 
Bulkley valley, and Messrs. Sevmour 
and .Skinner, of the British Columbia 
Pish company. 



BRISTOL WRECK. 

Lies iu u Mure Favorable Position Then 
Was Supposed. 

Capt. Owens, one of the owners of 
tho wrecked steamer Bristol, 'which is 
now owned by a syndicate, made tip of 
R. W. Duusmuir, Capt. Owens and J. 
H. Greur, is back from the scene of the 
wreck iu company with Diver J. Mc- 
liardy. They left, here on the lip trip 
of tfto steamer Danube to view the 
wreck, and plan a means to salve her, 
if salvage was found possible; Leaving 
tho Danube at Port Essington, they 
took passage to tho scene of tile wreck 
on the tug Nora, and although the wea- 
ther prevented a favorable survey, they 
found that 'the wreck was lying in a 
more favorable position than was gen- 
erally supposed. The weather prevented 
anything other than a most superficial 
examination, and the two wreckers will 
return to the scene about a month hence 
to make a survey with an object of out- 
lining the course to be followed in the 
attempt to raise her. The steamer is 
mot lying by the stern, as wus generally 
thought. 'She is on her beam ends lying 
on her starboard side, and there is about 
18 or 20 feet of water on her at low 
tide. , 

Capt. Owens says that tho body, which 
was found some time ago at Cape Pox, 
and which was believed to have been 
one of the Bristol victims, has been 
buried at Ketchikan. The head and 
arms were mutilated by wolves. The 
captain says that there is considerable, 
wreckage of all kinds on tho West Coast 
of Dundas island, teak wood, and all 
kinds of wreckage, which has evidently 
Ibeeh brought from the open sea by the 
Japan current, which washes the wreck-" 
age in to Aristnzahle, Banks, and other 
islands in that vicinity, and scatters it 
along the western coasts of the islands.

LAUNCH ON FIRE,

Skeena. 

News was brought by the Danube of 
an accident by which the party of Vic- 
torians beaded by Messrs. John Brvdeu 
and 11.

BIG LUMBER STEAMERS. 

Secured to Replace the .Windjammers 
of the Coast Trade. 

'Prominent lumber men in the Coast 
shipping trade are beginning to recognize 
the fact that the days of the windjam- 
mer are over. Sailing vessels that were 
the mainstay of the Coast trade Tor 
years, are being now regarded as back 
ntimlbers and steamships are the order of 
tho day. The latest addition to tho 
Coast licet is the steamer Lyra, now ^ft 
days out from Philadelphia, and tho 
Shawniut on the berth tor Sail Fran- 
cisco. Botli vessels are consigned lo 
the Charles Nelson company and will be 
used between 'San Francisco and Ta- 
coma or oil Coast ports, as the case may 
be. Tho Lyra is 8,51(1 tons net burden, 
while the iShtlwmut is a brand-new ves- 
sel with a. speed of 15 knots. Her net 
tonnage, according to the United States 
registry, is 0,d00 tons. Both vessels 
have special accommodation for lumber 
cargoes, and while they may not be nsud 
in this trade at all tunes, there will be 
no trouble at all in closing the lumber 
cargo ports and sending tho vessels off 
shore, either to Australia or the Orient, 
when so desired.
